M CARLTON, commonly known by the 


' Name of the German Princeſs , being 
brought from the Marſhalſey in Sonthwark 

to Juitice-Hall in the Old-Bailey, in order to her 
Tryal for ieveral Crimes and Misdemeanors for- 
merly committed by her, was accordiugly Ar-. 
raign'd at the Bar on Thurſday the Sixteenth of this

Indided for ſtealing a piece of Plate from an Inha- 


bitant in Charcery-Lanme, to which Indi&ment ſhe 


ed Not Omnrlty; but upon full Evidence was 


' found Guilty, and ſo toavoid the Sentence of Con- = 


demnation, pleaded her Belly, Whereupon a Jury 
of Women was Impannell'd, and after long and 


fcrious Conſultation and Debate they brought her 


in Not qwich with Child; fo that ſhe was ſeatenced 
to Dye (according to Law in Tuch Caſes provided) 
on Wedneſday followitig , which was the Two and 


Twenticth inſtant, and accordingly went Carted - 


to Tyburn mn order to her Execution, | 

As to her deportment in Priſon the faid day 
of her deſigned Execution, fhe was found in a 
far more quiet and calm poſture than the night 
before, and better fitted for Death-, accordiog 
to. all humane conjecture ; heartily defiring her 
expected and deſerved diſſolution. And herein 
to be juſt to her, ſhe did ſhew the abſolute ſym- 
ptoms of a true Penitentz for her Efaculations 
were as pious and pathetical, as her former Life 
had been enormous and criminal. -She did vo- 
Juntarily upon- her own account , without any 


inſtigation from a ſecond perſon, confeſs the 


hainouſads of her Sins z though withall ſhe deſtred 
that the SpeRtators and Auditors would be fo 
much friends to Juſtice, as not to give credit to 
all vain Rumors that were reported of her. A 
Pardon ſhe did declare , neither to expe, nor 
defice: Death ſhe had deſervd, and was very

and Sichee ha was fully ſatisfied in all par- 
ticulars, and fit to taſte of that bitter 7 
When ſhe heard the Bell at St. Sepx/chres Toll , 
ſhe us'd this Exprefſion : This is wy Paſſeug-Bell , 
Lord Jeſus I amt coming to thee. There is no perſon 


knows what. it is to be under the terrours of the Als 


mighty, but tboſe that have felt thew. O my Seviour ! 
I am coming. Lord ſirengthen mes Lord Sep 
between me and poor weak Nature.

One thing ſhe her ſelf took notice of,, and ac- 
quainted the Company withal of her own accord , 
telling them it deſerv'd their Obſervation , viz. 
This day (being the day of Execution ) was the 
day of my Baptiſm: I was Born on the 11th of 
Fanuary, and Baptiz'd on the 22th; to which ſhe 
added this Zealous, paſſionate and Chriſtian like 
Expreſlion 5 This day I was Baptiz'd , and before: 
night I expeCt to be ſprinkled with the blood of 
the Lamb ,--which is a ſecond Baptiſm, - *Tis true, 
(though 'twill hardly be believ'd) that this vitious 
Woman, guilty of ſuch groſs Immoralities, did dye 


well fatisfied and unconcern'd, with a Refolu- 


tton and' Courage beyond the weakneſs of her 
frail Sex. _ Her Siſter, (and another Relation to 
whom ſhe comitted the care of her decent Burial)
